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Democrats Think Colleague Too Frank

.LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Senate Democrats are lean- 
ing on one of their colleagues 
to quit embarrassing them 
with 
his 
comments 
to 


reporters over their public 
performance. 
Tuesday's 


Senate session was delayed 
for two hours while other 
Democrats grilled Sen. Dale 
Kildee of Flint behind closed 


doors over remarks attribut- 
ed to him in a Detroit news- 
paper. 


Kildee said afterward he 


would continue to "speak my 
conscience" but said he 
agreed to take his complaints 
before the Democratic caucus 
. first. Kildee, one of the most 
candid 
and 
forthright 


legislators in Lansing, has 
irritated 
his 
colleagues 


several times this year by 


criticizing their expensive 
furniture,-newly decorated' 
offices and the hiring of poli- 
tical cronies — all paid for 
with public funds.' 


He also went as far, as to 


form a separate caucus con- 
sisting of Democrats who felt 
the same way about the 
Senate's practices. In the 
country-club atmosphere of 
the upper chamber, such 
behavior is regarded as near 


treason — especially when 
made public. Kildee, a fresh- 
man senator bat 10-year 
legislator, has been called on 
the carpet twice now to ac- 
count for his actions. 


Tuesday's 
appearance 


came as the result of a De- 
troit News article which 
quoted Kildee as saying his ' 
caucus may have curbed 
some of the abuses. He com- 


mcnted on the Senate's "club 
rules," "prima donna at- 
mosphere" and lawmakers 
'•cozy with leadership." That 
touched off a storm of anger. 
Sen. Thomas Guastello, D- 
Sterling Heights, who urged 
the caucus Tuesday, called 
the remarks "inflamma- 
tory." 


The occasionally heated 


caucus was interrupted when 


Sen. 
Basil 
Brown, 
D- 


Highland Park, 
cursing, 


chased three reporters off the 
Capitol floor where the 
Democrats were meeting. 
Kildee. looking little the 
worse for wear, later said it 
was a "good discussion," and 


• said all had agreed to take 


internal disagreements to 
caucus in the future. "There 
was a little shouting, but it 
wasn't bad," he smiled. 


Other 
Democrats 
also 


played down the incident. 
But. Kildee said, "I will 
follow my conscience. 1 never 
called the press, but when 
somebody asks a question, I 
will respond. "My mail says, 
'keep it up — you're calling 
attention to things which 
should be called to the public 
attention,'" he said. "I have a 
right to express my view- 
point.

stopped

tivation. 


Friest said his daughter, a 


diabetic for the last 18 years, 
stopped taking the medication 
and instead placed her trust in 
the "healing powers of the 
Lord." 


Friest said his daughter's 


prayers had been answered and 
that she had found an "eternal, 
spiritual, heavenly," healing. 


His daughter was in no pain 


and that she had experienced 
the spiritual healing power of 
God prior to her death, Friest 
said.-

Russell said that his depart- 


ment's investigation of tlie 
•vvomah's death was complete 
and that it'had been fowarded to 
the county prosecutor's office.

Prosecutor John Smietanka 
declined to comment on the 
investigation. 
v Friest said that his family 
belonged to an independent 


• "faith fellowship" group that 
meets near Stevensville. He said 
the group's teachings do not 
include a prohibition against 
taking medication.

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GUILTY OF POISONING SON 


Jury Ponders Father's Fate

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - A 


decides today whether a 


30-year-old -Houston optician 
will be put to death for poison- 
ing his eight-year-old son with 
Halloween candy. 


The ID-man, two-woman jury 


deliberated only 46 minutes 
Tuesday before finding Ronald 
C. O'Bryan guilty of giving his' 
son, Timothy,' a cyanide-laced 
candy during a suburban trick 
or treat outing. 
' 


The state is asking for the 


death penalty. It contended that 
O'Bryan killed the boy to collect 
$30,000 in insurance, $20,000 of 
which he had purchased just 
four weeks before Halloween. 


The defense said: the state 


never proved O'Bryan actually 
bought cyanide and poisoned the 
candy withlt. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. Mike Hinton 


said in his closing argument 
Tuesday that O'Bryan had trig- 
gered "terror and suspicion" in 
Houston's residential neigh" 
bprhoods. 
'O'Bryw is "kiiowri-to-many 
Houston school children as "the 
man who ruined Halloween." 
Some parents' organizations 
have already announced plans 
to 
forbid 
the 
traditional 


Halloween trick or treating this 
year. 


Several witnesses testified 


that O'Bryan, starting in Sep- 
tember, had-sixwn ah unusual 
interest in cyanide. He asked a 
chemist where it could be 
bought and How much was 
needed for a fatal dose. Another 
witness said he tried to buy the 
chemical at a supply house. 


Mrs. Daynerie O'Bryan tes-' 


tified that her husbanjd talked 
about how the insurance money 
was to be spent even before the 
boy was buried. 


She said the family was 


deeply in debt, about to have its 
car repossessed. She said her 
husband had no insurance on 
his own life at the time he took 


out §20,000 policies on Timothy 
and Elizabeh, 5. 


She said she knew nothing of 


the $20,000 policies and had ar- 
gued 
against 
two $10,000 


policies O'Bryan had taken out 
on the couple's two children in 
January. 


Her testimony set off the only 


show of emotion from O'Bryan 
throughout the month-long trial. 
He wept quietly through much 
of her testimony. 


An insurance agent testified 


O'Bryan had paid a $108 
premium in cash on the two 
§20,000 policies. The agent said 
O'Bryan called within hours'of 


his son's death to start process- 
ing a claim. 


According 
to 
testimony, 


O'Bryan, a friend named Jim 
Bates, two O'Bryan children 
and Bates' son spent about 45 
minuteS on a rain-drenched 
trick or treat 
outing in 


Pasadena, a Houston suburb. 


During the outing. Bates said 


O'Bryan came away from a' 
house holding a powdered con- 


fection packaged in a plastic 
tube. 


Later, the candy was.dis- 


tributed to the O'Bryan- and 
Bates children and to Whitney 
Parker, who just happened to 
come to the door.

O'Bryan testified he later let 


his son eat some of the candy. 
The boy vomited, went-into 
convulsions and died within- an 
hour.

A Berrien county official yes- 


terday indicated the county 
probably will not comply with a 
directive from the State Tax 
Tribunal ordering the county 
equalization director to serve as 
assessor for the City of 
Buchanan. 


The tribunal's appointment of 


a special assessor was in coi- 
nection with an appeal by Clark 
Equipment Co. of the tax valua- 
tion of Clark property in the City 
of Buchanan. The Buchanan city 
commissi has indicated it and 
its assessor will not oppose the 
Clark appeal, and the tribunal 
said it is necessary to have a 
special assessor to defend the 
valuations placed on the firm's 
property. 


County Coordinator Roger 


Petrie said a resolution oppos- 
ing appointment of the county 
equalization director to the job 
has already been drawn up and 
is to be presented to the board of 
commissioners at the June 19 
meeting. "Indications are that, 
the 
resolution 
will 
be 


approved," Petrie stated. 


The county board at its last 


two meetings has blasted state 
government for programs and 
orders which force counties to 
comply with state programs. 


The tax tribunal, which acts 


as a judge in contested tax 
matters, adopted an ex-parte 
order May 23 stating: "Subject 
to the approval of the board of 
commissioners 
of 
Berrien 


county (and) until further or- 
dered the equalization director 
of (the) county shall assume all 
duties as assessor for the City of 
Buchanan." 


That order was received by 


Berrien officials on Monday, 
and drew an immediate unof- - 
ficial response from the county 
in the form of the proposed 
resolution which says the county 
will not comply with the order. 


The tribunal's action is the 
result of a stand by the City of 
Buchanan, which vowed not to 
interfere with Clark Equipment 
company's fight to have its 1975 
tax bill reduced. The city's as- 
sessor, claiming to have 
followed state guidelines in as- 
sessment to the letter, boosted' 
Clark's assessments from $8.7 
million on personal property to 
$22.1 rnillin, and «2.S miion on 
real property to $7 million. 


Part of the resolution to be 


presented to the'board says: 


"The board of commissioners 
feels the slate does not have 
jurisdiction over placing extra 
duties upon its employes," and 
adds: "The board wishes their 
employes not to be Involved in 
(the tribunal) action."

Harbor city hall recalls the nursery 


• rhyme boy 
" "And his small sister Jenny, 
: "Who walked around and around a 
circle 


"But never came unto the end 
"Because there wasn't any." 
This month and last Mayor Charles 


Joseph himself has been leading the 
;trek down the circle that goes 
; nowhere. City Manager Charles 
• Morrison hasn't been far behind. 
">This week Monday Mayor Joseph 
demanded that Manager Morrison be 
fired. Joseph accused Morrison of 
handling press releases in a manner 
that cheats the mayor out of glories 
due him. 


It wasn't the first time in recent 


days that the mayor has publicly cas- 
tigated the manager. 


The mayor's criticisms stem from a 


stpry in this newspaper Thursday on 


. the approval of a ?30,000 grant for the 
;;City of Benton Harbor's office of 


economic development. The story 
quoted Les Johnson, the city's ad- 
ministrative analyst, who had been 


• referred to a reporter for'this. news* 
paper by Morrison. 
a . 


On .Friday, Joseph went oil radio to 


accuse Morrison and other city hall 
staffers with "irresponsible action" in 
dealing with the press. Joseph said the 
city staff had "caused a grant miles- 
tone for the city to be reported as in- 
significant" and had not credited the 
people involved in obtaining the grant. 


Prior to Joseph's criticisms Monday 


night, Morrison had released 
a 


memorandum to city commissioners 
requesting a meeting to iron out public 


•'relations problems. "The city staff has 
''received a series of unwarranted 
charges which have been conducted 
for the mayor's own personal gran-: 
disement," Morrison' said in the 
1 memorandum. 
. ' 
'-' 


-" A statesmanlike exchange, indeed, 
for a couple of grown men! They 
should move to Hollywood and hire 
personal press agents. 


In order to make sure the manager 


would have no further chance to steal 
his thunder, Mayor Joseph made a 
personal press tour Monday to an- 
npunce that he has been instrumental 
-.insetting a group of Benton Harbor 
business people to organize a- local 
development company to 
foster 


business and industrial growth in 
Benton Harbor. 


The "United Community Develop- 


ment Corporation" has asked the 
federal government for $100,000 "seed 
money" to be used for obtaining loans 
and assistance for growing businesses. 


Sounds great. At least, it sounds 


great unless you happen to remember 
that just last month both the mayor 
and city manager were doing their 
best to torpedo business confidence in 
the City of Benton Harbor. 


Despite unanimous opposition from 


business interests involved, the mayor 
and manager led a successful drive to 
rezone a light industrial site for 
apartments to be built by a Chicago 
firm. 


In vain did the Chamber of Com- 


merce, abutting property owners and 
retailers protest that, in their opinion, 
further development of the Riverview 
retail and wholesale area would be 
stymied by the influx of apartments. 


In vain did the business interests 


point but that the general area had 
been cleared at a cost of millions via 
urban renewal for commercial and in- 
dustrial expansion. In vain did they 
point out that the city's only business 
growth has occurred in this area — 
anoVthat it had been the local business 
interests, not city hall, which created 
that growth — much of it exceptionally 
high quality. 


The mayor, abetted by the manager 


and a claque of residents, pushed the 
apartments through by a seven to one 
vote of the city commission. 


With that kind of a direct slap in the 


face, business interests are going to 
need more than $100,000 to restore 
their confidence in the mayor and 
manager. 


Ignoring the advice of businessmen 


in planning the city's commercial 
,areas, then offering them "seed 
money" to locate in the city constitutes 
the same kind of pointless circle that 
Jenny and her brother walked around 
and around. • 


. 
Who cares whether the mayor or the 


manager get credit for raising federal 
funds to spur "economic growth" if 
they both take such belligerent atti- 
tudes toward local business that they 
chase it away? Calling either one of 
them an economic developer is a mis- 
nomer. 


When the mayor and manager 


expressed dissatisfaction with each 
other's performances, they were both 
making 
their 
most 
accurate 


judgements of at'least the last two 
months. 


760th Anniversary 
Of Mighty Document 


June, 1975, marks the 760th an- 


niversary of the signing of the Magna 
Carta by King John. The grtat tradi- 
tion of rule by law under which 
English-speaking peoples have lived 
dates from that moment. 
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It was essentially a reactionary 


document to which John set his seal in 
1215. Its main purpose was to insure 
the feudal rights and dues and 
baronial privileges. But it did contain 
Chapter 39, which says in part: 


"No freeman shall be arrested and 


imprisoned, 
or dispossessed, 
or 


outlawed, or banished, or in any way 
molested; nor will we set forth against 
him, nor send against him, unless by 
the lawful judgment of his peers and 
by the laws of the land." 


Thus was the principle of the sub- 


jection of all power to law established 
for the English-speaking world. Bri- 
tish 
lawyers and 
courts 
later 


liberalized the Magna Ca/ta greatly by 
interpretation, and Parliament in 1689 
adopted the document known as the 
Bill of Rights. 


When it came to fashioning our own 


instruments of freedom, they were, 
modeled closely upon the principles of 
Magna Carta, and the observance of 
the anniversary is of equal sig- 
nificance here and in Britain.

With Mayaguez 


WASHINGTON—The rules of 


national politics, being similar 
to the rules of professional 
wrestling, permit the perpetra- 
tion of the crudest kind of 
chicanery on the spectators. 
Hence the Republican party 
leadership continues to view the 
Mayaguez affair, as. chirps one, 
"The best thing that could have 
happened to Jerry Ford." 


It wasn't the best thing that 


could happen to the Marines 
who took part in the resscue; the 
last estimate of the military was 


• that 38 U.S. servicemen were 


killed in the events surrounding 
the rescue of 39 Mayaguez 
seamen. Nor was it the best 
thing for the unknown number 
of Cambodians who lost their 
lives because of the hauteur of 
their superiors. But Jerry 
Ford? Republicans have been 
almost unanimous in their 
vision of benefits 
for. the 


President. 


Even white the participants in 


the brief warfare were being 
shot, drowned, lost, abandoned 
and bombed, GOP congrcs- 
sionals wore musing in private 
about the political .booty of it all. 
And since then they have tied 
fast the future to the triumph. 
Last week Senate Minority. 
Leader, Hugh Scott said he felt 
Ford's actions in the Gulf of 
Siam "a very definite plus" in 
Ford's political future; he then 
reported that within a month the 
President would announce his 
candidacy for the 1978 election. 


All of this has an odor to it a 


stench more correctly. The ad- 
ministration, which could not 
for days assess the number or 
names of those who died serving 
the President on Koh Tang 
Island, was immediately able to 
define that they had served him 
better than they knew. It cannot 
sit well with the families of the 
corpses, nor should it be accep- 
table to anyone, when political 
gain is so egregiously drawn i 
from the misfortune of others. 


Some of the Marines are not 


yet buried. Some of them are 
not yet found. Wives have been 
left alone, children are now 
without.fathers, parents have 
had great parts of their lives cut 
away in an inslanl. But while 
nighls pass in dozens of 
American homes with nothing 
but wretched tears for the very 
sound 
of Mayaguez. Sen. 


Richard Schweiker (R-Pa.) tells 
newsmen the incident "will no 
doubt help (Ford) with the right 
wing of the party." 


It is true that the President 


himself has not yet sunk to the 
level of some of his fellows. Not 
for public consumption anyway. 
But there can be no doubt of his 
private elation over his sudden 
good fortune. He was reported 
at the time of Mayaguez. for 
example, to be heartbroken 
when the Pentagon stole his 
thunder by announcing the first 
report of the actual crew rescue. 
Explains an assistant, cold 
btoodedly: "The President felt it 
was his show. He didn't wanUo 
lose the dramatics of it."

Jerry Ford, with the help of 


his friends, has stretched poli- 
tical license to lengths that 
overstep 
propriety.

president in memory has so 
rawly used the coffins 'of 
American soldiers as a platform 
for personal elevation. War vic- 
tories have often propelled 
leaders to political victories, but 
brief 
aberrations 
such 
as 


Mayaguez seem not the stuff of 
Churchills. 


How much better it would 


have been had Mayaguez been 
handled for what it was, from 
the beginning: a nasty, risky, 
marginally necessary operation 
to which the national reponse 
should be mourning for the 
dead. Instead w have been told 
it was a glorious moment .to 
which we ought respond with 
our votes as gratitude. One sus- 
picions our leaders, again, of 
being too clever by half.

Clearing Voter 


Roadblock 


WASHINGTON - The exten- 


sion of the Voting Rights Act 
being debated in the House this 
week is both feared and cheered 
as a weapon to help hundreds of 
thousands of lower-class black 
citizens registers and vote for 
the first time. 


As such, it arouses strong 


emotions. But another measure 
now peacefully wending its way 
through Congress and -arousing 
in comparison very little con- 
troversy could, if passed, turn 
out to be even more effective in 
expanding voter participation 
that the Voting Rights Act. 


It is the post card registration 


bill, which sailed without 
serious opposition through both 
House and Senate committee 
hearings last month. Its ad- 
vocates predict that Congress 
will approve the measure in 
time to apply to the* 1976 
Presidential election. 


Allowing voters to register by 


simply filing out a post card, 
instead of going through an in- 
convenient process that involves 
a personal appearance, is not a 
. new idea. But support for the 
concept has been steadily grow- 
ing. 


Eight states and several cities 


and counties have recently 
adopted mail registration sys- 
tems. Most have, reported that 
voter registration subsequently 
increased dramatically. 


This is the third time post 


card registration has been in- 
troduced in Congress. In 
1933, 


the 
Senate approved 
the 


measure but the House' failed to 
act. This time it Is co-sponsored 
in the Senate by 51 Senators and 
passage there again seems as- 
sured. The House seems more 
receptive now than it was two 
years ago, but support there is 
still not overwhelming.

simplifying voter registration is 
prompted by the fact that the 
percentage .of Americans voting 
in Federal elections has steadily 
decreased since. 1MN. This 
country, now has the wont vot- 
ing turnout record to the world. 


In 1971, tew than H per cent 


of voting-age AmerkaM went to 
the polls; M million dU m* vote. 
President Richard Nixon, elect- 


ed by a landslide, was the 
recorded choice of roughly only 
one-third of the potential voting 
population. 


These are 
not just un- 


dereducated or poor people who 
do not vote; they reflect all 
levels of society. 


The bill's chief sponsor. Sen. 


Gale McGee of Wyoming, docs 
not claim that post card regis- 
tration is a cure-all for the 
problem of voter participation. 
But he does believe that it will 
help. Nine out of 10 registered 
Americans vote, but only six out 
of 10 voting-age Americans vote. 


William Welsh, representing 


the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees, pointed out during 
the House hearing that "we are 
the only democracy in the world 
which places the burden for 
pre-qualifying to vote on the ci- 
.tizen." In fact, there was no 
such registration requirement 
in this country until 1876: 


Supporters of the bill argue 


that present registration sys- 
tems work against citizens who 
move their residence, those 
without adequate sources of 
transportation, those who are 
not free to leave their work to go 
to registration offices, those 
'who are confused by question- 
naires and forms, and those who 
.pay no attention to coming 
elections until the final days of 
the campaign, by which time 
most registration is closed. 


Opposition to post card regis- 


tration has traditionally been 
rooted in the fear of fraud and 
the specter of administrative 
chaos for state and local of- 
ficials. Without a requirement 
that an actual person face an 
official and offer identification, 
it might be possible for a single 
individual to register an in- 
numerable number of times 
with little chance of detection.

Lasagna, of the University of 
Rochester, 
emphasizes 
the 


enormity 
of 
the 
present 


problem. He writes that, in 1949, 
gonorrhea was considered al- 
most a controlled disease and 
was no longer a public health 
menace. 


In 1957, rapid 
treatment 


centers for syphilis were being 
closed across the country. The 
antibiotics seemed to have 
conquered these diseases. 


Dr. Lasagna says, "In 1958 


the bubble of optimism and 
smug satisfaction burst." From 
then on, there has teen a rapid 
rise in the. frequency and 
severity of veneral disease. 


There are a number of 


reasons 
for 
the 
current 


epidemic. Dr. Lasagna believes 
that sexual promiscuity, the 
contraceptive pill, a diminished 
fear of venereal disease and 
"reduced 
interest 
in 
the 


problem" have been responsi- 
ble for the spread of these 
dangerous diseases. 


The hope for an eventual vac- 


cine must not dissuade public 
health officials from educa- 
tional campaigns directed at the 
young. 


Parents, in cooperation with 


education and health officals, 
can be the greatest force in 
solving this problem. '

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - In- 


dustry 
could receive low- 


interest 
loans supplied 
or 


guaranteed by the state and 
aimed at creating jobs under a 
bill on its way to the Michigan 
House. 


The Senate approved the bill 


Tuesday on a 33-5 vote. It would 
provide for a "job development 
authority" designed to promote 
jobs in Michigan by encourag- 
ing industry to expand or locate 
within the state. 


Although no jobs are guaran- 


teed by the measure, it is in- 
tended to provide them by as- 
sisting 
businesses 
which 


employ the most workers. 


The measure was sponsored 


by Sen. Anthony Derezinski, D- 
Muskcgon. The job development 
authority would be authorized to 


sell bonds and make loans to 
finance construction or indus- 
trial facilities. It would also 
guarantee 
loans 
made 
by 


private financial institutions. 


Similar 
authorities 
have 


operated successfully in other 
states, Derezinski said, notably 
New York. And the Pennsyl- 
vania Industrial Development 
Authority has created 163,000 
new jobs since 1966. 


"By itself it won't solve the 


(unemployment) 
problem." 


Derezinski said. "But it is one 
step by the state in response to 
the unemployment dilemma. 


"The competitive disadvan- 


tage of (lie state of Michigan fur 
business will still be there after 
the recession ends," he said. 
"This bill deals with alt of in- 
dustry-" ' 


Uerezinski estimated it would 


take up to nine months from the 
time Uie bill is signed into law 
before the first loans could bo 
made. Guaranteed loans could 
be made earlier, he said. 


"We hope to use private ins- 


titutions as much as possible," 
lie added. 


The authority could issue up 


to $200 million in bonds, and 
make loans of at least $50.000 at 
1.5 or 2 per cent below standard 


commercial borrowing rates. 
The loans would be repaid with 
enough interest to retire the 
bonds and make the system 
self-supporting. 


The authority also would gain 


revenue from fees and charges 
paid by industry receiving as- 
sistance, and from investment 
of funds not loaned out. 


The Department of Com- 


merce estimates it will cost 
S20U.OOO to implement the 


program, 
plus 
an 
initial 


appropriation of $2 million to 
guarantee the first loans. 


Opponents of the job-develop- 


ment bill argue the state should 
not be able to float bonds 
without public approval. 


"In my opinion, the taxpayers 


should be given the opportunity 
to vote on this bill," said Sen. 
Charles Zollar, RBenton Har- 
bor. "This is deficit financing."

David R. MacDonald, assis- 
tant secretary of the Treasury in 
charge of enforcement, said 
drug smugglers have turned 
increasingly to the use of 
aircraft since the United States 
began using electronic sensors 
in 1974 to detect drugs being 
smuggled from Mexico.

Milliken said an arbitration 


system is needed to provide "a 
fair and just forum" to resolve 
malpractice disputes, to speed 
up determination of claims and 
to help contain insurance costs. 


But the governor warned 


work stoppages could occur if 
the legislature stalls on any one 
of a dozen pieces of malpractice 
legislation now pending. 


"Failure to move ... could en-4 


courage the kinds of strikes and 
work stoppages experienced so 
far in New York, Florida, 
California and Texas," Milliken 
said.

' The pool would be funded with

One of two measures reported 


Tuesday from the House In- 
surance Committee would es- 
tablish three-member arbitra- 
tion panels comprised of a doc- 
tor, a lawyer and a layman to 
hear complaints and authorize 
monetary awards.

he hoped Israel's gesture would 
lead to the relaxation of tension 
in the entire area and help 
create a better atmosphere in 
the Egyptian cities along the 
canal. 


Asked by newsmen if he 


thought Israel- would make 
•similar partial withdrawals on 
the other fronts .with its Arab 
adversaries, Peres said: "We 
don't see any major change on 
any other front that would 
warrant such a move on our 
part." 


He said the Jordanian and 


Lebanese fronts were relatively 
quiet and he didn't think Syria 
would make any drastic change 
toward peace. 


In Washington, Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger said 
President Ford's summit meet- 
ing with Sadat may have laid a 
basis for a new period of Middle 
East diplomacy. 
. 


"I'm not saying there is going 


to be progress. I'm saying there 
could be," Kissinger said. 


"We can move into a phase of 


more specificity" after Ford 
meets with Israeli Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin in Washington 
June 11-12, said a senior U.S. 
official who accompanied Ford 
on his European trip. 


Peres said the partial Israeli 


withdrawal was "a one-sided 
move" made without expecta- 
tion of a reciprocal concession 
from 
Egypt. 
Rabin 
in a 


television interview Tuesday 
rennwed the Israeli claim that 
Egypt agreed as part of the 
disengagement agreement 18 
months ago to allow cargo 
bound for Israel through the 
waterway. 


He said if Egypt.docs not 


honor this pledge, Israel's posi- 
tion in future peace negotiations 
would be tougher, but "the 
Israeli reaction would in any 
case not be military." 


After'Israel announced it was 


thinnning out its front-line 
forces as a good-will gesture 
Sadat indicated cargoes for 
Israel would be allowed through 
the canal if Israel made further 
concessions. 


The withdrawal left only 3,500 


Israeli troops and 15 tanks in the 
six-mile-wide, limited forces 
zone adjoining the United Na- 
tions 
buffer 
zone between 


Israeli and Egyptian forces on 
the east side of the canal. 


All Israeli artillery and mis- 


siles were pulled back behind 
the Mitla Pass, at least 18 miles 
from the canal, and 3,500 troops 
and 
15 tanks were 
also 


withdrawn from the front lines. 
Peres said Israel was taking a 
risk, but it was a political move 
that he hoped would be "a real 
contribution for ah additional 
relaxation in this troubled 
area." 


Meanwhile, the prospects for 


Arab unity on Israel's northern 
front improved.with a concilia- 
tory Syrian move in the bitter 
Syrian-Iraqi dispute over the 
waters of the Euphrates River. 


Syria said it would let Iraq get 


more water by increasing the 
flow through the new Takba 
Dam as a "gesture of good 
will." The announcement did 


not say how much the flow 
would be increased or when the 
action would be taken. But Iraqi 
Irrigation Minister Makram 
Talabani welcomed the move 
and urged that it be done 
quickly because the fields of 3 
million Iraqi peasants are suf- 
fering from drought. 


The Iraqi minister said he 


was ready "now and in the fu- 
ture to accept mediation from 
experts to get a just solution." 


Syria said jnediation by Saudi 


Arabia's' oil -minister, Sheik 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani, had 
cleared the air enough to make 
an agreement possible.

15, and the U.S. ship later will 
attempt to rendezvous and dock 
with the Soviet craft. 


Proxmire has long been a 


critic of the project's $225 
million price tag and its over-all 
risks. He said he is asking the 
CIA^to provide data from its 
monitoring of the Soviet space 
program and to give details on 
the problem areas it has found. 


In April 1974, CIA Director 


William E. tolby gave this es- 
timate of the Soviet space 
program to Proxmire's sub- 
committee on priorities in 
economy and government:

"What Ford should have 


done," the Observer continued, 
"is to visit Lisbon, not Madrid. 
He should have spent his efforts 
in persuading the Portuguese 
junta and people that if their 
regime becomes democratic, if 
the majority vote for the Social 
Democrats is reflected in their 
government and there is no. 
single party state, America will 
be their friend.

Never a 
man to miss a good flght, Ar- 
nold led the successful storm- 
ing of the crucial British posi- 
tion on Bemis Heights — and, 
as at Quebec, was out front and 
collected another bullet 


In short, before his treason 


Benedict Arnold was one of the 
key figures in the American 
military command. Recall that 
it was the defeat of Burgoyne 
at Saratoga that tipped the 
balance at Versailles and 
brought the French into the 
war as full allies (unlike the 
Spanish who, while declaring 
war on Britain in hopes of 
recovering Gilbraltar, refused 
to recognize the independence 
of the United States). And the 
role 
of 
these 
French 


"mercenaries" (as they would 
doubtless have been called in 
the Vietnam era) was decisive 
in the final defeat of Cornwallis 
at Yorktown.

WASHINGTON (AP) - House Democrats'cautiously predict 


(hey have the votes to override President Ford's veto of a bill 
designed to create 900,000 jobs to help fight the recession. Senate 
Democrats also were reported optimistic, but were waiting for the 
House vote later today before making final counts. It takes a two- 
thirds majority in both chambers to override a veto. Both 
chambers passed the legislation by considerably more than two- 
thirds margins. Some Republican votes would be needed to 
provide the override margin, since the Democrats have a bare 
two-thirds majority in the House and less in the Senate. 


Vote Near On Weapons Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate is ready to begin voting on 


cuts to a $30.3 billion weapons authorization bill after completing 
a "great debate" on U.S. foreign policy in the post-Vietnam era. 
One amendment up for a vote later today would slice the 15-month 
weapons bill by $l.i billion over-all. The foreign policy debate, 
which occupied the Senate for nearly 16 hours on Monday and 
Tuesday, ten some senators disappointed and others saying the 
discussion was useful. The debate centered on American relations 
with Russia, China, the Middle East, Western Europe, Korea, 
Panama and other potential trouble spots.

away from all Detroit area residents.,Michigan Bell plans to ins- 
tall a system enabling customers to dial directly overseas. There's 
only one catch, however. You have to know the number. It is im- 
possible to direct dial the local directory assistance. An interna- 
tional agreement prevents direct dialing to. overseas operators, a 
Bell spokesman said. The foricgn code is simple, but lengthy. For 
example to reach a number in Pisa, Italy you first dial the inter- 
national code, Oil; then the code for Italy, 39; then the code for 
Pisa, 50; and finally the number of the indivdual you wish to talk 
to. Put it altogether and you have the number 011-3S-50-1234587 and 
a sore dialing finger.

The NCAA's main concern 


was that the new regulations, 
which now go to Congress for 
consideration, do not exempt 
revenue-producing sports such 
as football and basketball, as 
the NCAA sought. 


"Excessive revenues from 


football and basketball at many 


' colleges have defrayed the costs 


of 
men's 
and 
women's 


programs in other sports, and 
regulations which do not make 
it clear that revenues from a 


particular sport may first be 
used in that sport eventually 
means the erosion 
of the 


strength of that sports program 
and 
consequent 
loss 
of 


revenue," said Scott. 


HEW Secretary Caspar W. 


Weinberger said the adminis- 
tration considered exempting 
the money-producing sports 
from the force of the regulations 
but rejected the idea, especially 
•since Congress also refused to 
exempt them by statute last 
year. 


"I can't see anything in the 


regulations to let them earn less 
money or not have a sufficient 
amount to spend on their own 
purposes," Weinberger told a 
news conference. "I can't see 
anything in the provisions to put 
intercollegiate athletics out of 
business." 


Weinberger said the regula- 


tions are written "to eliminate 
the very evident and obvious 
discrimination that has taken 
place against women in athle- 
tics over the years, most un- 
consciously."

bargaining 
and 


striking in the private section 
and such actions by government 
employes, according to Rep. 
Edward 
Hutchinson, 
R-St. 


Joseph. 


He said Congress is faced with 


the issue of guaranteeing all 
public employes the right to 
bargain and to strike by bills 
now in Congress. 


"The mood seems to be that 


this is an idea whose time has 
finally come," he said, in 
outlining his opposition to the 
proposed legislation. 


"There are several extremely 


important differences between 
public and private employees 
that make collective bargaining 
inappropriate in the public sec- 
tor. Most importantly, govern- 
ment is not a business run for 
profit. When the UAW and 
General Motors sit down to bar- 
gain, both parties recognize thai 
if wages are driven too high 
General Motors will be unable 
to make a profit for its 
shareholders, and will even- 
tually go out of business. As a 
result, it is in the best interests 
of both parties to bargain 
reasonably. 


"On the other hand, when a 


union of federal employees bar- 
gains with management — the 
U.S. government — there is a 
completely 
different 
rela- 


tionship. On the union's part, 
they realize that the govern- 
ment is not going to close shop, 
regardless of what their asking 
price is. They know that the 
government can either increase 
taxes, or go deeper into debt. On 
the part of the government's 
negotiators, they realize that $$ 
is always more politically astut*^. 
to give in to a special interesr' 
(especially one that has more 
than 1.6 million members) than 
-to attempt to save a few dollars 
apiece in taxes for tfie rest of tfie 
citizens. 
. 
' 


"Another even more,-serious 


difficulty is the disproportionately 
impact on government polic# 
, 


that collective bargaining woukr 
give to public 
employees, 


simply by virtue of their being 
on the public payroll. Unless 
one is in a policy making posi- 
tion in the government, one 
theoretically has no more 


influence upon government 
policy than does any other 
privately employed citizen. This 
is as it should be. 


"But, with collective bargain- 


ing, public employee groups 
(especially their leadership) 
will be in a position to exert 
influence over the size of the 
federal budget, budget priori- 
ties, the number of federal 
employees we are to have, and 
the terms of their employment.

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Poppies Again Grow Abundantly In Turkish Fields

AFYON, Turkey (AP) - 


Turkish farmers are growing' 
opium poppies again on a 
larger scale than before a Iwo- 
year -ban imposed under pres- 
sure from the United States. 
'But the government says it has 
safeguards to assure that the 
crop.won't make it into the 
hands of the underworld. 
Turkish officials say they are 


confident that their new res- 
trictions on harvesting the 
poppies will bring illegal traf- 
ficking to a virtual halt and 
that the opium will go only to 
the pharmaceutical industry 
for the manufacture of codeine 
and morphine — vitally needed 
in .medicine around the world. 


In the hands of smugglers, 


opium becomes 
heroin, a 


dangerously addictive drug. 


Before the ban two years ago, 


Turkey was regarded as a 
major source for international 
drug rings that supplied ad- 
dicts, in the United States and 
Western Europe. U.S. narcotics 
agents 
say 
a 
substantial 


amount — some put it at as 
much as half — of the Turkish 
supply, ended up on the illegal 
market then. 


Across central Anatolia, the 


poppies now are sprouting 
through the sandy soil and by 
harvest time, in July, the 
purple and white poppy flower 
will burst forth and the pods 
will-fill up with raw opium. 
'The Turkish government has 
licensed 100,000 farmery in 
seven provinces to replant the 
opium' poppy for sale to the 
state, agricultural monopoly. 
They planted 50,000 acres, 
which is more than three times 
the acreage that produced 75 
tons of raw opium in 1972. 
Winter damage is expected to 
reduce this year's production., 


For the first time, however, 


the "government has! barred 
farmers from extracting raw 
Opium under a harvesting sys- 
tem in use in other countries.

cages and the key placed outside. Incarcerated 
individuals shouted for help from passersby.

The students reached several tentative 


deductions: 


Old women and young people offered aid more 


readily than others, and many older women 
called security guards and took the matter 
seriously.

.hourly workers remain on layoff as the auto industry sputters into 
the 20th month of its worst slump since World War II. All three 
plant closing are at Ford Motor Co.. idling 4.250 production 
workers for the week.

America 
Bullish 
On Cold 
Market

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vir- 


tually overnight, the United 
States has become almost self- 
sufficient in gold and able to 
exert considerable influence 
over world gold prices. 


The development has been at 


least partially responsible for a 
decline in world gold prices 
from a peak of $199 an ounce 
late last year to around $165 un 
ounce recently. 


In addition, the United States 


has not needed to import any 
gold so far this year, compared 
with net imports of about 4.5 
million ounces in 1974. 


The supply of gold that has 


made the United States self- 
sufficient has come from the 
U.S. Treasury, which possesses 
the world's largest gold stock- 
pile. Treasury officials say a 
government gold auction later 
this month will help reduce the 
amount of imports and thus help 
keep U.S. dollars from flowing 
out of the country. 


The U.S. stockpile totals 


about 276 million ounces, equal 
in value to about $45.5 billion at 
the recent market price of about 
$165 an ounce. 


"We own more gold than 


anybody else in the world; 
nobody will have as much gold 
as we do for the next 20 to 25 
years," said Thomas W. Wolfe, 
director 
of 
the 
Treasury 


Department's office of domestic 
gold and silver operations. 


The gold, accumulated over 


the years, formerly was the 
government's chief monetary 
asset and used to back up U.S. 
currency and to settle interna- 
tional debts. 


The treasury held its first 


public 
gold 
auction 
last 


January, a few days after 
Americans received the right to 
own gold for the first time in 
more than 40 years. 


The treasury has scheduled 


another gold auction for June 30 
when it hopes to sell 500,000 
ounces and'officials say addi- 
tional auctions may be held. 


Wolfe said in an interview 


that it is too early to know 
whether the treasury will even- 
tually auction enough gold to 
eliminate all imports this year, 
but he acknowledged this is a 
possibility. 


Although the gold had long 


been in the official stockpile, 
actual 
self-sufficiency 
only 


came when the treasury decided 
to begin selling to the public. 


Domestic producers have 


been unable to meet demand, 
and several millions of ounces 
have been imported each year 
for commercial use. 


Without any more sales of 


treasury gold, the United States 
might need to import 2.5 million 
ounces during the remainder of 
this year, officials said. 


Since the United States tradi- 


tionally has purchased about 15 
to 20 per cent of the annual
